For example if taxes are 
paid within ten days after the 31st 
day of January, 1-2 of I per cent is 
added—20 days, I per cent penalty— 
30 days, I 1-2 per cent penalty or a 
total of 18 per cent if delinquent 12 
months. 
This is not a new feature of the 
revenue law. ft has been the law of 
the Territory of Oklahoma since 1897. 
The only new' feature in this con- 
nection is that taxes are not payable 
in two installments as formally. Sta­ 
tistics gleaned from the offices of the 
county treasurers showred that 75 per 
cent of all taxes was paid in the first 
payment and Chat the small tax payer 
nearly always paid all their taxes 
at one time in order to avoid tne 
trouble 
incident to two payments. 
The railroads, thanks and other heavy 
tax payers were about the only ones 
benefitted by two payments, hence 
the last legislature made all of the 
taxes due in the fall on the theory 
that people could l»etter afford to pay 
their taxes then than at any other 
time.

thousands are homeless and no relief 
is yet in sight. 
Only the high mountain, villages 
and pla»ieau farms escaped from the 
terrific onslaught of the waters. 
Five hundred families are home­ 
less in the city Atasta alone. 
A total of thirty-two and a half 
inches of water has fallen in the 
state in three weeks, which Is the 
record for waterfall 
in 
thirty-two 
years. 'A large part of the lower sec­ 
tion of San Juan Bautista is under 
water. The Barrio of Santa Cruz has 
•been totally desolated and the water 
is three and four feet deep in many 
houses. 
Temporary 
lodging 
houses 
have 
'been fitted up by the authorities of 
San Juan 'Bautista and more than 1,- 
000 people are being fed and lodged 
at the city's expense. 
So complete 
is the inundation of the town of Santa 
Rosa that it resembles an arm of 
the sea. Streets, parks and gardens 
are inundated by three feet of wa­ 
ter and the population Is living on 
roofs, shivering and starving, praying 
for the waters to recede. 
The state government Is 
assisting 
the stricken cities and it 
Is • likely 
That the governor will send out an 
appeal to the federal government for 
aid.
